Add flour mixture 
alternately with 3 tablespoons milk. Beat until 
smooth after each addition. Begin and end 
with flour mixture. Divide batter into 3 equal 
portions. Drop one portion by teaspoons onto 
greased baking sheet, leaving a 2-inch space 
between each. Bake in moderate oven (375°F ) 
on oven shelf slightly above center 12 minutes, 
or until brown- Mix cinnamon into second 
portion of batter, then bake as directed above. 
Mix into third portion of batter the remaining 
1 tablespoon milk, the cocoa, and the remain- 
ing 2 tablespoons corn syrup. Bake as directed 
above. The 3 portions make about 4 dozen. 
Plain cookies may be garnished with choco- 
late dccoreues and cinnamon cookies gat* 
nishcd with halved raisins before baking if 
desired.
